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Goſpel, that ſo it may run and be  grorihed amon 

all Nations where it is not; and may flouri 

more and more where it is. For the Honour and 
Renown of the Proteſtant Religion, and the Go- 
vernment of the Church of land, and the 
Peace and Proſperity of all Kingdoms. That this 
may be done, and well done, and many hundred 
thouſands of Pounds yearly te the Crown of Exg. 
land, let there for ever be provided and —_ 
. ready, by the Command of Authority, in Eng- 
land, Scotland, France, and Ireland, many hun- 
dred thouſands of Bibles, with the Publick Prayers 
of the Church of England, and let them be ſent 
among all People, in all Nations, for their Infor- 
mation, Reformation, and their great Joy, Peace, 
and Conſolation.” And for every hundred thou- 
ſand. of Bibles, will bring to. the Crown of E1g- 
land ( in a ſhort time qo f, above a hundred 
thouſand a Year. And well it may? Becauſe 
there is no Religion, or Wiſdom, to be learned 
among the Sons of Men, or from any Books made 
by them; but what 1s, Ten thouſand times more 
to belearned in the Bible ( which is the Word of 
God) and doth contain the Mind and Will of God 
towards Man ; and all mens duty towards Him, 
who is "their Creator, Redeemer, and Preſerver ; 
who 'only can fave, and will deliver, them from 
Wrath to come, that do obey his Word, and be- 
lieyve mhis Son. The time is come, that intheſe 
days of the Goſpel, and in the Reign of our Roy- 
al Sovereign, Charles the Second, King of Great 
Britain: That all Heathen and Popiſh Kings, 
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Priefts, Princes, and Emperors in the World, are 
to know and' underſtand; that the Lord of 'Hoſts, 
whois the God of all Wiſdenvand Power, has the 
greateſt! Power and Command over them arid 
that he will command their Kingdoms froin therti, 
or them from their Kingdoms, if that they wil 
not maintain and'/uphold 'a Religion that _ is ſuita- 
ble:and agreeable toihis holy Word; which'is the 
Bible , which dotly contain his Mind and WUL 
This will be the way for to win many Souls from 
the Devil, ſo that the Heathens will be Conver- 
ted, and Jews and Gentiles brought into- one 
Fold ; ſo that the Knowledg of the Lord wilk-co- 
ver the Earth, as the Waters cover the Sea. This 
will be the way- forthe Kingdoms of Sin and Satan? 
to'grow weakerand weaker, \and-the: Kingdom'of 
our Lord and Saviour, ſtronger and ſtronger. This 
will be the way for all falſe Religion to bediſco- 
vered : The Religion of the Twrk, andthat'of the 
Pope, to be known that it is full of Deceit, 'and a 
great Cheat. Men cannot but ſin againſt God, 
and wrong their "own Souls, for to be of any 
Religion that is of man's Judgment, or Opinion ; 
but they that make the Word of God their Rule, 
his Spirit their Guide, and his Glory their Aim ; 
their Lives will be comfortable to themſelves, and 
profitable to many in the Wildernefs of -this 
World. That» man that is Converted;, ſhoald 
know when and how, in due time and feaſon, to 
hold forth the Word of Life, to counſel, ' comfort, 
and ſtrengthen his Brethren ; not only they that 
be in a ſtate of Grace, but they'that bem the 
A 2 ſtate 
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ſtate of Nature ; Becaulathatthe beſt of men that 
have the greateſt Knowledg, and the firongeſt 
affurance of God's Love and Fayour to their Souls, 
are. as bad by Nature as they that want Grace, 
and do not injoy the means of Grace; therefore 
they are to be pitied, and all means to be uſed, 
that they may come to. the knowledg of the true 
God, and Jeſus Chriſt whom he hath ſent; and 
that. is by having the Word of God ſent among 
them, and made known unto them. For the 
Word of God is ſuch a Light, as doth diſcover 
and hold forth the Lord of Life, who is the Sa» 
vigur of all men, but eſpecially them that do be. 
lieve in him, and are not afraid and aſhamed to 
own Him, and appear for Him, who is a Perſon 
moſt worthy, and altogether loyely. As God, who 
is moſt Great, 2nd moſt Good, is willing that all 
ſhould. be ſaved, and come to the knowledg of 
the Truth; therefore all People in all Nations, 
ſhould have the Ward of Truth made known unto 
them : Becauſe the ſalvation of a man, is more 
worth than the,gaining of the whole World: By 
the Word, of God, which too many do flight and 
undervalue, the ſimple do come to underſtand 
the Mind of God, to do his Will, and to injoy his 
Favour ; which is better than Life, and all the 
delights of this World. 

But. there is a Generation of men, that have 
made ſeparation from the Church of Englazd,that 
be pure in theix own Eyes, theſe take upon them 
tocondemn all but themſelves ; but it will be well 
for chem , if that God and their own Conſciences, 
do 


do not condemn them. z» too many of them havinÞ 
2name to Live, and Pad. The condemaati- 
on. of ſuch men at the Day of Judgment, will be 
more heavier, than upon them that do want the 
means of Grace, and never heard of Chriſt, . Is 
not God willing that any ſhould miſcarry, but 
that all ſhould come to the knowledg of the 
Truth ; then let not any take up Religion upon 
man's Judgment, or Opinion, but let every one 
ſearch the Scriptures, for they be they that teſtifie 
of Chriſt ; which make the Bible ta be more 
worth than thouſands, ten thouſands of Gold and 
Silver. For the Law of the Lord is perfeR, con- 
verting the Soul ; the Teſtimony of the Lard is 
ſure , making wiſe the Sunple ; the Statutes of 
the Lord are right , rejoycing the Heart; the 
Commandments of the Lord is pure, enlightning 
the Eyes ; the Fear of the Lord is clean, endy- 
ring far ever ; the Judgments of the Lord arg 
True and Righteous altogether : More to be de- 
fired are they than Gold, yea, than. much fine 
Gold ; ſweeter alſothan Honey,or the Honey-comhb, 
The Ward of God is the richeſt Treaſure, and 
gives unto the Mind of man the ſweeteſt pleaſure, 
above all other Books in the World. That Exhor- 
tation is full of Conſolation, for Young and Old, 
High and Low, Rich and Poor, for. Learned and 
Unlearned, for to have the Word of God to dwell 
richly in them ; becauſe it is the Word of Power, 
of Authority, of Majeſty, and of Prophecy. O, 
how did King David love the Law of God? It 
was his delight and his meditation Nay and Night, 
bs.

It made him wiſer than his Enemies, yea, wiſer 
than his Counſellors. It is the higheſt Intereſt, 
and will bring the greateſt Honour, Proft, aud 
Comfort, to all Kings, Prieſts, Princes, and Em- 
perors, in the World; for to delight them- 
ſelves in the Word of God above all things in 
the World : becauſe it doth hold forth rhar 
Pearl of Price, which is more worth than all 
the Kingdoms of the World. And that Pearl of 
Price is the Lord of Life, the King of Glory, the 
Prince of Peace ; who only can make them Wiſe, 
Strong, Rich, and Honourable in the fight of God, 
and holy Angels ; whoonly can make them parta- 
kers of the D.vine Nature, which is the higheſt 
Honour, and the greate't Favour ; who only can 
give them endurable Riches as an Ornament of 
Grace, and a Crown of Glory, that will for ever 
laſt and flourith ; when all things under the Sun 
will ſoon waſte and periſh. Becauſe the Church 
of England has kept the word of God's Patience, 
he will keep her in this hour of Temptation, 
which is come to try all Nations. The enemies 
to the Word of God, and to the Goſpel of our 
Lord and Saviour Jeſus Chriſt, is the Turk, the 
Pope, and the Dew), and all the workers of Evil, 
becauſe it doth blame them, and ſhame them, 
and will condemn them, if they will not learn 
to be lovers of God, and Workers of Righteouſ- 
neſs. The work of Righteouſneſs is Peace, and 
the effet of Righteouſneſs is quietneſs to the 
Mind, and will prove profitable, comfortable, 
and advantagious to all Mankind ; ſo that the 
People will praiſe God, yea, all People in all Na- 
tions 
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tions will learn from his-holy Word, to praiſe him 
with new Obedience: ſo that the Earth will bri 
forth great increaſe, and among all People in a 
Nations, there will be'a free Trade, great Joy, 
and a Jaſting Peace, trom the Goſpel of Reconci- 
liation, which is to run and be glorified among 
all Nations, for their Information, Reformation, 
and everlaſting Salvation. So that Exg/und, Scot- 
land, France, and Irefand, will foon become the 
Wonder and the Glory of the World, the Crown of 
Kingdoms, the deſire and delight of Nations; the 
Joy of the whole Earth, and the City of the Great 
King ; for Unity,Peace,and Concord ; for Piety and 
Vertue-; for Wiſdom, Power, and Strength ; for 
Honours, Riches, and great Glory. As theſe are 
Trying Times, ſo this high and honourable Work 
is Trying Work; as it doth try and exerciſe all the 
powers of my Soul, ſo it will try and exerciſe all 
the Powers of the World ; for the Glory and 
great Glory of the moſt High; and the great Ho- 
nour and Exaltation of Zagiand's Royal Majeſty, 
among the Sons of Men, and above any of them. 
This work will try who are .Enemies and Friends 
to God and Man, They be Enemies that will not 
mind and regard it, but will do what they can to 
hinder it, and oppoſe it; and they be Friends 
that do what they can to countenance, encourage, 
and ſet it forward as ſoon as they can, and as well 
as they can; for it will tend to their great He- 
nour, Peace, Profit, and Comfort. And-though 
I have met in this high and honourable Work 


much diſcouragements from many of the -Sons of- 
Men 
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Men, 1 have great- encouragement from the 
God of Heaven, who is with-me as a mighty God, 
a great King, and a righteous Judg ; who will 
judg rhe World in Righteouſneſs, and his People 
with his Word of Truth : Therefore they that 
be incenſed againſt me, or offended at me, will 
be aſhamed. As the Sons of Men cannot hinder 
the Wind from blowing, aor the Waters from 
flowing; no more can they hinder the God of 
Heaven from working in me, and with me, for to 
manifeſt his Wiſdom and Power, among the Sons 
of Men, to bring about what he knows that is 
beſt to be done, for the great Honour, Peace, and 
Proſperity of our Royal King, and all Kingdoms, 
Though 1 am but a mean and ordinary Man for 
perſon, yet" the Spirit of God 1s no mean and or- 
dinary Spirit for Counſel, that has enabled me to 
underſtand his Mind, and to make it known in 
due time. 

Upon ſo noble a Deſign therefore, let not any 
deſpiſe the Day of ſmall things; for the Lord 
who is moſt Wife, and moſt Strong, loves to bri 
about great and wonderful things by weak _ 
unlikely means; that ſo all the Glory may redound 
to' Him, and that no Fleſh ſhould glory before 
him ; becauſe all the Sons of Men have their Wiſ- 
dom, Power, and Strength from him, that is com- 
fortable to themſelves, and profitable to others, 
Let not any flight and andervalue the Bible, which 
is the Word of God, becauſe it is an Iron Rod, to 
bring home Children that do goaftray,and a ſharp 


Sword to cut down them that will not it obey. 
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minded, regarded, and honoured, ſo far as their 
Do@rines do agree to the Word of God.//; And ſo 
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Miniſters of the Goſpel, that do p93 the Word 
0n, are to be 


are all men, ſo tar asthey honour, love, and obey 
the Word of God, which abideth, for ever ; for 
Heaven and Earth will ſooner fail, than one tittle 
of God's Word come to nothing. Therefore/Glo- 
ry begiven tothe moſt High, from Men; and An- 
gels, and that continually tor. his great Wiſdom, 
Power, Glory, and Majeſty ; and great Honour 
and Renown, great Joy, Yeace, and Proſperity 
from the. moſt High, upon Eng/:ng's. Royal Maje- 
ſty, upon his Royal Perſon, and all his Royal 
Relations, that. ſo he and they may long live to 
Reign for God, and with God, among the Sons of 
Men; for the great Joy, Peace, and Proſperity 
of them, and ar laſt for ever with him, among 
the holy Angels in his Kingdom of Heaven, Amen, 
Amen. Let all Loyal and Faithful. Subjects.an 
Enelind, Scotland, France , and Ireland, ſay, 
and pray ; yea, all Perſons in all Nog hes 
love the peace and proſperity of their Souls, and 
the Herr $a of their Lives. Made knowa in due 
time, how to procure and. ſecure many hundred 
thouſand pound a Year to the Crown of Ezg/and, 
for the great Hohour: and Profit of our Royal So- 
vereign, Charles the Second, King: of, Great Bry- 
tain; and for the peace and proſperity at all King- 
doms, by John Varney, a Member of the Church 
of England, and of the City . of London; a Sub- 
je to his Majeſty of Great Britain, and Servant 
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tothe God of all Wiſdom, Power, and Streagel, 
who can do what he will, and. work with whom 
he will, among the Sons of Men ; to manifeſt 
his Wiſdom, and Power, for the great Honour 
and Exaltation of a Kings Perſon, and the great 
joy, peace, and proſperity of all Nations. 

There be many ſeeming Friends among the Sons 
of Men, that be real Enemies unto them ; but a 
true and a faithful Friend, is more pay than 
Gold, or the Gold of Ophz:r : Becauſe in the worſt 
of Times, and before the beſt of Men, he wall 
venture his Life, endanger his Liberty, and ex- 
poſe himſelf to many Loſles, Crofles, and Re- 
proaches ; not only for the good of his Fricnds, 
but of his Enemies. A Friend loveth at all ti 
and the Wounds of a Friend, is better than the 
Kiſſes of an Enemy. Our Lord and Sayiour, who 
is the Lord of Life. the King of Glory, and the 
Prince of Peace, has Friends as well as Enemies, 
among the Sons of Men; . that will, own him, 
and appear for him : when that ſo many are not 
afhamed to appear againſt him, in theſe times of 
his Gofpel. But what will the end of ſuch Men 
be ? For the Face of the Lord is againſt them and 
all evil doers, to cut off the remembrance of them 
from the Earth. But his Eyes run to and fro 
chrough the whole Earth, to ſhew himſelf Strong 
in the behalf of them whoſe Heart is perfe&t to- 
wards him. Let that Man be where he will in 
England, Scotland, France, and Ireland, that is 
become a reconciled. Friend to the God of Hea- 
ven, by his Word and Spirit; that Man ſhould 
know

Ry ; a faithful Frrend to the Sohs'of Magn nt 
vent \much'evil, that tt may not tome'to'a Gity, 
and a Kingdom, 'to remove much evil -that ts 
come: | And to procure ant! ſecure great Honour, 
Peace, and Proſperity to our Royal King , and 
his Kingdoms, and rhat without making a noiſe 
about Religion, tor any man's Judgment, or Opi- 
nion. Therefore not unto Man, not unto Man,no nor 
rothe Angels in Heaven ; bur let alf the Glory be 
given to the God of Heaven, who can by weak and 
unlikely Means, for the great Honour and Exattati- 
on of a King's Perſon, and the great" Joy, Peace, 
and Proſperity of all Nations, bring 'Order out 
of Confuſion, Light out of Darknets, Good out 
of Evil; and Peace out of Troubte, 

There is not any ſo fit ro manage this bigh and 
honourable Work , which Divine Wiſdom and 
Power has enabled me op known in time, for 
the preat Joy, peace, and profperity of Martkind; 
=o the Parliament of Zaglang; becauſe it is for 
the Glory, and rhe great Glory of the moſt Hrgh, 
and the great Honour and Exaltation of England's 
Royal Majeſty ; that fo all Nations may be freed 
ſrom Slavery, and throughaut the whole World, 
great Joy, peace, and proſperity; to the great 
Shame, Contempt, and Terror of the Turk, the 
Pope, and the Devil, and all the Workers of Evil, 
who are for Strife, Contention, Sedition, and 
Treaſon,for Wars and Confuſion ; fo that moſt Peo- 
pleinall Nations will bein love with the Proteſtant 
Rel;gion, andallHeathen and popiſh Kings,Priefts, 
Prances, 
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Princes, and Emperors in the World will be aſhamed 
of their Religion, and will be ready and willing for 
to ſerve & honour our Royal Sovereign Charles the 
Second, King of Great Britain, as the chief Soye. 
reign among the Sons of Men, for Wiſdom, power, 
I over them ; and well they may, be- 
cauſe the .Lord of Hoſts is with him by his Spirit 
as a mighty Man, in Man, and for Man, to have 
his Enemies ſubdued both, by Sea and Land ; to 
have his Enemies ſubdued under his Feet, that fo 
all Strife, Contention, and Wars, throughout the 
whole World may ceaſe; and among all People in
